FULLS 


Gas Bag Catches Fire as Result of 


Damage Sustained by Cold Weather. 
Twenty-five Thousand People Wit- 
ness Ascension at 
Maine Fair. 


Sees Danger and Attempts to Land, 
But Flames Spread Too Rapidly and 
Frame Separates From Bag. 


Watervjlle, Me., Sept. j.—Chailes O. 


Jones, the well-known aeronaut of 
Hammondsport, N. Y., was killed in 
the presence of 25,000 horrified spec- 
tators at the central Maine fair, fall- 
ing a flistance of 500 feet when his 
balloon, the "Boomerang," was burned. 


Among the witnesses of the fiight- 


ful plunge were Mrs. Jones and child, 
and they were almost the flist to 
reach the side of the dying man. He 
expired an hour and a half after the 
accident. 


When the aeronaut reached a height 


of more than 500 feet iae spectators 
were amazed to see small tongues of 
flame issuing from under the gas bag 
in front of the motor. 
At this time 


the balloon had passed out of the fair 
grounds. Many persons in the great 
crowd endeavored to apprise Jones of 
his 
danger, 
but 
several 
minutes 


elapsed before he noticed the fire. 
Then he grasped the rip cord and by 
letting out the 
gas 
endeavored to 


reach the earth. The machine had de- 
scended but a short distance when a. 
sudden burst of flame enveloped the 
gas bag. the framework immediately 
separating from the bag. Jones fell 
with the frame of. his motor, and when 
the spectators reached him he was 
lying under it. The gas bag was com- 
pletely destroyed. 


The physicians who were in the 


crowd found that Jones had no chance 
to survive, as he was injured inter* 
ually and his spine was broken. Jones 
had trouble with his balloon on ac- 
count of the 
cold 
weather, which 


caused a number of leaks, through the 
contraction of the gas bag. It is 
thought that the bag leaked again and 
that a spark from the motor caused 
the disaster.

And instead of wasting time with his finger? he 
drew his sword and slashed it apart. 


Every day a great business general is shown 


some knot which has proven too much for his 
competitors, and he succeeds because he finds a 
way to cut it. The fumbler has no show so long 
as there is a brother merchant who doesn't waste 
time trying to accomplish the impossible—who 
takes lessons from the failures about him and 
avoids the methods which were their downfall.
